In late July 1951, the building of the former National Ban: 
Located at the intersection of Rakoezi and Gubody Streets 
in Cegled (Q 48/0 03) was equipped with a white signboard 
bearing the inscription "Cegled hecrnuiting Office.” Ne sentry 
stood guard at the entrance to the building. 4& senior Lieutenant 
and a lievtenant wearing vreen service color and crossed~rifle 
insignia were seen entering the buildings. By questioning 
elvilians, scuree ascertained that no more Hunzarian nilitary 
units or agencies were located in Cesled, * 
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A building site, about 1,600 x 1,100 meters, was observed
